Spring Is the Time That 
“Better Take a Tonic’ Is 
An Often-Heard Phrase 
On All Sides Se BS 


Fror 30me reason ‘better take 

tonic’ is a phrase heard 
most often in the spring. Doubt- 
less the need for it arises from 
the lassitude and general feeling 
of depletion. 
Of IClouLE sie. 
many of you 
remember 
how vou used 
to take a 
course of 
some sort of 
bitters in the 
spring in 
OL d'O Tr t:0 
“purify the 
blood.’’ Those 
were the days 
when baths 
were weekly 
ceremonials. 

Getting our 
clothes off at night or on again 
in the morning was a brisk affair 
and we covered up pretty good 
because only a few rooms of the 
house were heated. Whether we 
didu't give our skins much chance 
to breathe or ate too many buck- 
whea. cakes, seeping syrup all the 
way ‘round, we seemed to think 
our blood stream had grown 
thick and sluggish over winter. 
Some sort of clarifying or re- 
juvenating process was called for 
to set us right again. 


The uatural and normal con- 
dition of the blood is one of al- 
kalinity. It has an intimate rela- 
tion with the way we digest our 
food. Its efficiency as general 
cairie: of the nutriment of the 
body is determined largely by 
the chemical nature of the food 
we eat. or sometimes by the medi- 
cine we take. 

Our systems require a certain 
amount of organic salts. We need 
to maintain the alkaline balance 
which is always bcing threatened 
by the acids acquired or pro- 
duced by the b:dy’s intake. We 
make our bread and cake light 
by the use of various leavening 
agents. It wes the effort to do 
away with that leaden fecling in 
the stomach that persuaded 
Grancmother to com:nence using 
saleratus or brewing hop tea to 
make a bubbly “sponge” which 
later was thickened and baked 
into “light” bread. 

* a * 

HE fact that our blood is too 

thick or too acid comes from 
the way we overheat our houses 
now or overfeed our bodies. All 
food must go through process of 
oxidation before it can be ab- 
sorbed by the blood and carried 
to the tissues in the form of 
nourishment. What we usually 
call acidity is really a lowered 
form of alkalinity, since the acids 
remain acid until the alkaline 
base is sufficient to neutralize 
them or we get enough oxygen to 
destroy them. 

The process of oxidation is a 
progressive one, each time from 
one stage of digestion or absorp- 
tion to another simpler one until 
the completed process releases 
the vital energy we must have to 
carry on. Lowering the degree of 
alkalinity means a lowered supply 
of energy and naturally a !owered 
state of resistance. 

Anything that interferes wih 
our getting enough oxygen to 
keep up the process of oxidation 
and elimination will give us the 
feeling of stuffiness and lethargy. 
It is an excellent thing at this 
stage to clean out and tone up 
the system, but it needs to be 
more than a general dosing with 
cathartics or taking some nos- 
trum that merely peps us up for 
the time being.

NSWER to Mrs. S. She wants 
a remedy for “gastric indi- 
gestion.” This could be any of 
the stomach miseries of which so 
meny complain. The gastric juice 
which is supplied by both the 
stomach and intestines is expect- 
ed to digest the proteins or nitro- 
fenous foods like the white of 
egg, giuten of grain or casein of 
cheese. It must change these into 
peptone which is soluble and can 
then be carried to the different 
portions of the body. If this proc- 
ess is not worked out. then the 
ferments or juices of the stomach 
are not doing their work. Some 
form of remedy containing pep- 
sin or hydrochloric acid to simu- 
late the stomach secretions is 
indicated.

ANSWER toM. E. B. There are 
no particular foods which would 
cause albumen to show in the 
urine unless one were to eat ex- 
cercive quantities of albuminous 
fovuds. When albumen is secreted 
by the kidneys, it usually means 
some disturbance in the blood 
\.hich may be anaemia or high 
blood pressure or an inflamma- 
«on. The diet would be governed 
by these conditions.

PROMPT ACTION 
IS BEST MEANS

PRIL should be a month ded- * 

icated to youth — glowing, 
eager, exultant youth! You 
should be beautiful—with a body 
slender as a new moon, skin that 
is firm, smooth and clear, eyes 
{hat are bright and red, young 
lips that are full of confidence 
and quick to smile. If vou are all 
of these things. then life, for you, 
is a gay adventure. 

But often we see the same 
young lines and contours. the 
same soft, eager mouth, but the 
skin is splotched and rough and 
unlovely and the eyes are fright- 
ened and bitter. Gone is the 
bright confidence in life and the 
joy of spring with its promises. 

Acne is a tragic thing that 
tcars at the soul of many sensi- 
tive young persons — both boys 
and girls —and mothers should 
do everything in their power to 
stop its cruelty. And mothers can 
do so much if 
only they will 
get over the 
notion that 
everyone 
Mm Uurs-t (go 
througha 
siege of acne 
and that it 
“will clear up 
by itself in 
time.” 

Something 
must be done 
the minute 
acne appears. 
It would be 
done before 
if we were only wise, but few of 
us are! Cleanliness. deep, thor- 
cugh and consistent. the use of 
an antiseptic. sufficient rest and 
sleep and fresh air, a carefully 
supervised diet and plenty of 
pure water, fresh fruit juice and 
milk to drink will often clear up 
a case of acne before it gets a 
real foothold. 

A good pure soap. an antisep- 
tic ointment, and a lotion that 
forms a protective film over the 
skin should be used in the local 
treatment. Wash the skin with 
soap and water twice a day, 
scrubbing ‘sufficiently to arouse 
tne circulation without really ir- 
ritating the already sensitive 
skin, Rinse with equal care, hav- 
ing an antiseptic added to the 
water. 

Use a comedone extractor for 
removing blackheads that come 
out easily and open the pimples 
that ‘come to a head” with a 
sterilized needle and extract the 
contents. Take up the matter on 
a piece of cotton, and touch each 
spot with alcohol. When the 
cleansing is finished apply an 
acne ointment if you expect to 
stay home for awhile. These spe- 
cial ointments have deep-pene- 
trating, healing properties. 

After your morning cleansing, 
apply a calmine lotion or special 
acne lotion that is drying and 
slightly antiseptic. This helps to 
clear up the over-oily condition 
that is directly responsible for 
acne. 

If, after a month of careful 
corrective treatment, the acne 
still persists, or is marring the 
skin, it is wise to consult a physi- 
cian or dermatologist. Your 
nearest large hospital can give 
you the name of a reputable per- 
son t@, see. Your skin may need 
ultra-violet treatments or you 
may need some medical treat- 
mento clear up the underlying 
cause.

A graduate of Princeton him- 
self, the doctor comes right out 
to say he is a devotee of con- 
trolled economy. Although he 
plans no sueh drastic step as tak- 
ing his country off the gold 
standard, nevertheless European 
observers see a complete aubout-~ 
face for Belgium's financial set-

This is the more obvious when 
it is realized that Louis Franek, 
governor of the Belgian National 
Bank, was conspicuously absent 
when the conference took place 
that put van Zeeland in his pres- 
cnt, place of power, Franck is 
kndéwn as a die- hard conserva-

tive in monetary matters, and 
the King’s action without re- 
course to the governor is regard- 
ed as almost radical. 

Dr. van Zeeland is very well 
known in financial circles. both 
here and in Europe. As director 
ot the Belgian National Bank he 
was appointed to the organiza- 
tion committee of the Bank tor 
International Settlements and 
was a member of the sub-com- 
mittee that established the bank 
at Basle in 1930. In 1931 he was 
made secretary of the Belgian 
Economic Council. Last June he 
was Minister without portfolio in 
the de  Broqueville Cabinet. 
which broke up last November 
because its members could not 
agree on retaining the go!d vatue 
of the belga. 

Dr. van Zeeland’s American 
activities have been confined 
mostly to lectures. He gave a 
notable series at Johns Hopkins 
University two years ago and has 
appeared at various other insti- 
tulions at earlier times. He thas 
vlso been a professor at the Uni- 

versity of Louvain.

“Dressing Up”’ Fish Dinners 


Gives Them Necessary Zest=

HE right accompaniments to 

your fish service are nearly as 
important to its enjoyment and 
appearance as having the fish 
itself perfectly cooked and dressed 
with the proper sauce. Fish ac- 
companiments must be crisp, 
colorful. sharply flavored and 
with a definite shape, since fish 
is usually soft in texture. colorless 
and with a bland flavor. 

We all appreciate the low cost 
and fine flavor of fish, yet rnivany 
of us hesitate to serve it often 
because it looks uninteresting. 
With any of the following accom- 
raniments, you may serve fish as 
often as you wish since you know 
that looking at it and eating it 
will be a delightful experience. 

Deviled Tomatoes 


Chill three medium-sized to- 
maetoes thoroughly. then cut into 
thick slices. Mix one tablespeon 
dry mustard, one-half tablespoon 
Worcestershire sauce. one - half 
teaspoon silt, one - fourth tea- 
spoon paprika and a dash of 
Cayenne. Rub these seasonings 
well into the ett sides of the 
tomato slices. Dip into white 
cornmeal and fry until golden 
brown in invita butter. Use the 
slices to garnish individual serv- 
ings or the platter of fish. These 
ere esneecialy good with halibut 
steaks. 

Cheese Toast 


Poiled fish with a sauce or 
white fish prepared In any way 
becomes move interestins when 
served witir a farnish of toast 
trianeles spread with a snappy 
cheese mixture temove the 
crusts trom. scauares cf bread, 
toast on one side, trim and eut 
into triancles.
